might be defined as ensuring that a classification system is in effect 
in a given agency and is being followed. He noted that in his judgment 
this agency along with TVA, AEC and NSC probably have more workable 
classification systems than any of the agencies under the Class Act 
due to the flexibility under our individual authorities to adapt the 
Civil Service system only insofar as it helps and to modify other 
portions as needed. As for general questions, such as the utility 
of the defmitmns provided for the Civil Service grades, Mr. Winslow 
noted that our response that the definitions provided little help is one 
that is found almost unanimously in the government.
